Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
1. Claims 1-4, 7-10, 13-17, 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Rodesch et al (US. Patent 4,422,105) in view of Admit prior Art (APA)( page4). 

As to claim 1, Rodesch teaches digital audio playback device (video playback device, the 
video tape recorder, col 2, In 1-45/ col 3, In 5-30/ col 4, In 1-40/col 5, In 1-20/ col 6, In 1-15/ col 
9, In 50-68/ col 10, In 1-5/col 17, In 49-68), an external interface capable (interface 108,col 9, In 
51-68/ Fig. 4), processing system (computer 64, col 9, In 51-68, Fig .4), user interface 
application program (command input, col 9, In 51-68)/ user input command, col 3, In 5-30/ col 4, 
In 1-39 col 5, In 1-20/ col 6, In 1-15/ col 9, In 50-68/ col 10, In 1-5/col 17, In 49-68), a memory ( 
scratch pad memory, col 3, In 20-30/ scratch pad memory 220, col 15, In 46-68/ col 16, In 3 1-45/ 
col 20, In 10-32/ RAM 106 , col 9, In 50-68/ col 10, In 54-68), a reverse DAPD ( reverse or 
forward scan function command/ software routine, col 3, In 5-30, the software program . . . 
routinescol 2, In 1-47/ col 17, In 9-64)col 19, In 5-30), user interface( the keyboard, col 3, In 5- 
30), monitor screen( video monitor, col 2, In 12,ln 18-47/ CRT 42, Fig. 4). 

Rodesch does not teach the application program interface (API) for the digital audio 
playback device. However, APA teaches API that are supported by the digital audio playback 
device (page 4, In 8-17). 

It would have been obvious to apply the teaching of APA to Rodesch in order to provide 
the interface by which an application program accessed operation system and other services, 
provides a level of abstraction between the application and to ensure the portability of the . 
code. 
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As to claim 2, Rodesch teaches executable instruction( branching instructions, col 4, In 
1-39/ instruction video program, col 1, col 55-67/ col 17, In 1-24). 

As to claim 3, Rodesch teaches first data (data, col 2, In 1-45/ data dump segments, col 
15, In 10-30/ col 3, In 5-30), a manufacture (the VRT tape media, col 15, In 10-30/ video 
playback device, col 3, In 10-30). 

As to claim 4, Rodesch teaches a portion (col 1, In 60-68/ col 18, In 10-35), col 22, In 27- 
38), user interface (the user 17, In 65-68). 

As to the processing system of claim 7, refer to the rejection of claim 1 . Further, 
Rodesch teaches playing audio file (audio track, col 23, In 1-20). 

As to the processing system of claim 8, see the rejection of claim 2. 

As to the processing system of claim 9, see the rejection of claim 3. 

As to the processing system of claim 10, see the rejection of claim 4. 

As to claim 13, Rodesch teaches digital audio playback device (video playback device, 
the video tape recorder, col 2, In 1-45/ col 3, In 5-30/ col 4, In 1-40/col 5, In 1-20/ col 6, In 1-15/ 
col 9, In 50-68/ col 10, In 1-5/col 17, In 49-68), processing system (computer 64, col 9, In 51-68, 
Fig .4), user interface application program (command input, col 9, In 51-68)/ user input 
command, col 3, In 5-30/ col 4, In 1-39 col 5, In 1-20/ col 6, In 1-15/ col 9, In 50-68/ col 10, In 1- 
5/col 17, In 49-68), a reverse DAPD ( reverse or forward scan function command/ software 
routine, col 3, In 5-30, the software program ... routines col 2, In 1-47/ col 17, In 9-64)col 19, In 
5-30), user interface( the keyboard, col 3, In 5-30), monitor screen( video monitor, col 2, In 12, In 
18-47/ CRT 42, Fig. 4). 
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Rodesch does not teach the application program interface (API) for the digital audio 
playback device. However, APA teaches API that are supported by the digital audio playback 
device (page 4, In 8-17) 

It would have been obvious to apply the teaching of APA to Rodesch in order to provide 
the interface by which an application program accessed operation system and other services, 
provides a level of abstraction between the, and to ensure the portability of the 
code. 

As to the method of claim 14, see the rejection of claim 2. 

As to the method of claim 15, see the rejection of claim 3. 

As to the method of claim 16, see the rejection of claim 4. 

As to claim 17, Rodesch teaches the first data (the data dump, col 3, In 1-30). 

As to the computer-executable instruction of claim 20, refer to the rejection of claim 
13. Further, Rodesch teach removable storage medium (storage medium, col 3, In 65-68). 

As to the computer-executable instruction of claim 21, see the rejection of claim 2. 

As to the computer-executable instruction of claim 22, see the rejection of claim 3. 

As to the computer-executable instruction of claim 23, see the rejection of claim 4. 

As to claim 24, Rodesch teaches the the reverse DAPD API (stored instruction, col 28, In 
27-39), the first data (the data dumps, col 28, In 27-39), the portion (the portion, col 1, In 60-68) 
since the portions of an instruction video program in response to user input, the portion must be 
associated with the user input. 
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2. Claims 5,6, 11,12, 18,19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rodesch et al (US. Patent 4,422,105) in view of Admit prior Art (APA) and further in view of 
Hunt el al ( US Patent 6,442,658 Bl). 

As to claim 5, Rodesch does not teach a graphic file. However, Hunt teaches animated 
graphics(col 1, In 14-23)/ JPEG graphic 210( col 7, In 1-53). 

It would have been obvious to apply the teaching of Hunt to Rodesch in order to deliver 
to the user a variety of files on multimedia works. 

As to claim 6, Rodesch does not teach a URL associated with an internet wet side. 
However, Hunt teaches internet web page( col 1, In 14-23). 

It would have been obvious to apply the teaching of Hunt to order to deliver to the user a 
variety of files on multimedia works. 

As to the processing system of claim 11, see the rejection of claim 5. 

As to the processing system of claim 12, see the rejection of claim 6. 

As to the method of claim 18, see the rejection of claim 5. 

As to the method of claim 19, see the rejection of claim 6.
